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When we complain bow unfairly we are 
often judged by our neighbors, how our 
motive* are misconstrued, our j»olicy mis- 
understood, and our strength and resources 
undervalued by even friendly nations, it 
may not be amiss to relied that we, too, 
may often be chargeable witu the like er- 
rors in our judgment of other countries. It 
may be, as Scotland's poet has told us, a 
valuable gift to see ourselves as others see 
us; but the instances are numerous enough 
which attest the fact that other* very often 
do not see us as we are, or know the truth 
about us as we ourselves know it. And as 
it is human to err, even the best-informed 
of English politicians must, if they are can- 
did, plead guilty to frequent convictions of 
mistaken judgment in their estimate of the 
position and prospects of foreign countries 
and of the policy and character of their 
ruling men.

And how along ago was it 
that Mr. Gladstone, the virtual chief of the 
present Ministry, and the man to whom 
half a nation is looking as its political guide 
In the years to come, told us that the South 
had not merely revolted, but had succeeded 
in making itself a great nation? 

How rapidly, too, all who write aud talk 
of American politics are compelled to 
change their opinions of President John- 
son ? Spring had reached the very verge 
of summer when we were all still deplor- 
ing that tbe loss sustained by America in 
the brutal assassination of President Lin- 
coln was rendered tenfold more calamitous 
because of the character of the man who, 
by constitutional rule, succeeded to him. 
Autumn is not yet ended, but who talks of 
"drunken Andrew Johnson" now? Are 
not the very men who predicted and dread- 
ed his violence now compelled to admit 
that he is conducting perhaps the greatest 
and most difficult work ever entrusted to a 
statesman, with rare firmness, good sense, 
and moderation ? The President who was 
to confiscate the property of the Confeder- 
ates, and who was to hang as traitors all 
who had taken a leading part in the Con- 
lederate war, is now confidently approached 
by the leading men ot the Southern States 
who want to resume the occupations that 
had made them prosperous before the war 
broke out, and his chief work tor weeks 
past has been in granting pardons all round. 
Not only are the Confederate Generals par- 
doned, but the members of the Confederate 
Congress, and e\ery man, U- he whom Lie 
may, who is elected by a Southern State to 
be a member of the new Congress. The 
President who was to be so violent and 
headstrong is now suffering the usual pen- 
alty of moderation and justice, and is dis- 
i of the two contend- 



Then there was the American debt, and 
there was the new taxation imposed to 
meet the interest and repavuients upon it. 
Nothing was clearer, according to all the 
laws of the political economists, than that 
America ought to have been bankrupt be- 
fore now. The national debt occasioned by 
the late war closely approaches ittJO.OOO.OUO. 
The State debjs— for each loyal State Lilted 
out regiments at its own cost and went into 
debt for the purpose — amount to nearly 

Ibelosse* and debts ol the Southern States 
on one side altogether, the war has brought 
upon the United States a debt far exceed- 
ing that of Great Britain, and bearing a 
much larger interest— and therefore requir- 
ing a much larger revenue to meet it— than 
tbe British debt does. Yet we hear not the 
faintest whisper of "repudiation." And as 
to taxation, which we are told tbe Ameri- 
cans would not endure, we learn that in 
the month of September alone the receipts 
on account of taxes by the Government 
amounted to £L^OuO,OOu. Of course, we 
know tbe wisdom conveyed in the warning 
"don't halloo till you are out of the wood." 
Tbe settled pressure of the burden of taxa- 
tion has not yet been felt. And it will not 
be until the currency of the United 
States is brought into a healthy condition 
that we can judge how much of the present 
apparent prosperity is real or fictitious. 
While three five-dollar notes are con- 
sidered equal only to ten dollars in spe- 
cie, it is premature to say how the United 
States will bear the enormous debt, and the 
consequently heavy taxation, wnich result 
from the late war. If we in England were 
to find three five- pound Bank of England 
notes worth no more than ten sovereigns, 
we should be very apt to distrust any ap- 
parent prosperity that might attend upon 
such a phenomenon. 

Another thing was foretold. The sudden 
disbandment of the vast Federal army was 
not only to be a cause of great embarrass- 
ment, but of real danger. It was not to be 
supposed that nearly a million of men, ac 
customed to military service, could be sud 
denly oast adrift, without becoming some 
thing like a disciplined band of vagrant* 
They were not at all likely to return at once 
to old habits of peaceful industry, and the 
probability, in English estimation was, 
that only by a raid into Canada, or a Mexi- 
' there be a 



unpaid and unoccupied army would be es- 
caped. Well. 860,000 soldiers have been 
disbanded. We learn that they have all 
returned to habits of peaceful industry. 
They are engaged in making money instead 
of shedding blood. One of their great gen- 
erals is engaged in managing a railway. 
Anot 1 er is in good practice as an engineer. 
A third has become a lawyer. And a fourth 
is doing a good stroke of business as a gen- 
eral merchant There is no talk of pen- 
sions or rewards. And it would really 
seem as if the Federal and Confederate 
armies were like a number of tradesmen 
who had none out to quell a street riot and 
had then quietly returned to their ordinary 
avocations. 

Of course we shall be told that it is all 
very well for us to say these things now, 
but that we ourselves have been guilty of 
not a lew of the mistaken estimates oi our 
neighbor across the Atlantic that we have 
just been pointing out. We must plead 
guilty. Well, we do not pretend to be wiser 
than our well-informed neighbors. In mat- 
ters of opinion the best men often err, and 
in this case our errors have been made in 
good company. We are quite contented to 
be ranked no higher in foresight and sagac- 
ity than Sir Bulwer Lytton and Mr. Glad- 
stone. Two things, however, we do hope. 
And the first is that the lessons which the 
American war have taught us will lead 
writers and speakers in England to be less 
dogmatic than they have hitherto been in 
discussing and deciding the policy of for- 
eign countries ; and the second is that they 
will think more charitably than they have 
hitherto done of the false estimates of for- 
eign writers when treating of the position, 
resources, and prospects of Great .Britain, 
and the policy and character of our chief 
statesmen.— English Paper. 

President Johnson's Message. 

The message of President Johnson, cover- 
ing a report of Lieut. General Grant upon 
Southern affairs, will be lead with deep in- 
terest throughout the country. In a few 
- ve sentences the President clearly 
states his own views on the tendency of 
public sentiment throughout the South, and 
then refers approvingly to Grant's exposi- 
tion of the popular feeling as he observed it 
in a recent tour. It cannot be denied that 
the Lieutenant General is as impartial and 
reliable a witness as could have been select- 
ed. With no other motive than the com- 
mon good, and having the advantage of his 
high military position to secure informa- 
tion, in addition to what he personally dis- 
cerned, bis statements will have that weight 
with Congress, the Executive and all loyal 
men, which the opinions of so enlightened 
and distinguished an officer deserve. The 

E repositions, therefore, recommended by 
im as the basis of the future policy of the 
Government are of great importance. 

Gen. Grant advises the continuance of the 
military throughout the South, of the 
Freedmen's Bureau— that indispensable 
safeguard of the enfranchised race^-he says, 
"in some form, the Bureau is an absolute 
necessity until the civil law is established 
and enforced, securing to freedmen toeir 
rights and full jtroteetion." He highly com- 
mends Gen. Howard, the head of the organ- 
ization, and suggests that, to secure the ut- 
most efficiency in its operation, cognizance 
of its measures be permitted any officers 
stationed in the same districts, with those 
Of the Bureau. No fair-minded or cool- 
headed patriot can object to the results 
which the Lieutenant General publishes 
for tbe benefit of the different branches of 
the Government, and we are confident that 
upon these grounds the Executive and Leg- 
islative departments will reconstruct the 
South in a manner satisfactory to all loyal, 
citizens, and without interrupting the cor- 
dial feeliug now existing between the I 
i nt and a large majority of both Housoti of 
Congress. 

The Administration will undoubtedly 
take a comprehensive survey of the wh^le 
broad field to be reconstructed. While 
duly considering all the evidence from 
both official and unofficial sources, where 
discrepancies occur it will make the dis- 
crimination required by circumstances. 
Although, no doubt, a general policy will 
L>e pursued, moditicatione of the same will 
be made to meet local exigencies. The 
blacks undoubtedly obtained their first 
ideas of a division of the land among them 
by hearing their masters talk at the outset 
of the rebellion. — Boston Transcript.

The issues of fact, as ■ ell as of law, were, 
by agreement of parties, tried by the Court. 

The following points were made and de- 
cided : 

1. That the limitation contained in the 
said 54th and 68th sections is, in the strict 
and technical sense, a limitation; and, 
therefore, that the information is good, al- 
though it does not show, on its face, that the 
seizure was made or tho proceedings com- 
menced within the time prescribed. 

2. That, although in ordinary civil actions 
the statute of limitations must be specially 
pleaded, this rule does not apply in panaJ 
actions or in actions to enforce forfeitures. 
In such actions the defendant or claimant 
may avail himself of limitation under the 
general issue. 

3. That the owner, agent or superintend- 
ent of any still, boiler, or any other vessel 
used in the distillation of spirits, is bound 
from day to day to make true entry iu a 
book kept for that purpose of the number 
of gallons distilled, as well as tin 
placed in warehouses or sold or 
for consumption or sale. 

4. That for every neglect or refusal to 
make such entry, he forfeits all the spirits 
made by or for him, and the stills, boilers 
and other vessels used in distillation. 

5. That he does not forfeit all the spirits 
owned by him, but only those made by or 
for him; and that the information must 
show, on its face, that the spirits prooeeded 
against were made by or for him, and that 
the vessels proceeded against were u^ed iu 
the distillaiion of spirits of which the quan- 
tity was not entered in a book at the time 
of their distillation. 

ti. Whether any liquors are forfeited, 'ex- 
cept those of which no entry is made, is not 
decided. 

7. That the seizure in this case having 
been made on the 10th of October, 1S<>5, and 
tbe information not filed until the 30th of 
October, the proceedings were not com- 
menced within twenty days after the seiz- 
ure, and, consequently, that they are barred 
by that provision in both acts which re- 
quires tho "proceedings to enforce the for- 
feiture to be commenced bj tbe aoUeetoc 
v.ithiu twenty days after the seizure."

^ec. ft, Congress shall have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legislation. 

How true it is of nations, as well as of in- 
dividuals, that "a divinity shapes our ends, 
rough-hew them as we may." But for the 
contumacy of the South, it is possible that 
she might have rivetted the chains of 
slavery by constitutional enactment, for 
dreary centuries. Providence ordered and 
guided a different result. The nation has 
taken her place in the front rank of the re- 
spectable nations of the earth.

The Scientific American says: "A litho- 
graphic stone, equal in all respects to the 
famous stone found in Bavaria, has been 
discovered iu St. Louis county, Kentucky.

Mexican News— Further Correspondence 
between Gen's Weitzel sud Mejla. 

New York, Dec. 24th.— The Herald's 
Brownville correspondent utates that the 
outrages to which the people are subjected 
by Mazimillians European troops, and. the 
state of anarchy which prevails even in 
that portion <>; Mexican territory whit h bo 
claims to have completely uuder bis sway, 
notwithstanding the repeated boasts thitt 
order and happiness were to be the sure a< - 
couape Dement of his reign, forced loans ol 
money and other property are constantly 
being collected by the Imperial soldiers at 
the point of the bayonet, and citizens who 
demur to such treatment incur the penalty 
of death or imprisonment. 

Some additional correspondence passed 
about the beginning of the month betwesn 
Gen. Weitzel, commanding the United 
States troops on the Rio Grand, and Gen. 
Mejia, Imperial commander atMatanioras, 
each urging grievances indicted by the 
other. Gen. Weitzel alleges that Gen. Me- 
jia had, on mere suspicion, imprisoned in- 
nocent Americad citizens, and inform him, 
by direction of Gen. Sheridan, that if such 
outrages are repeated no personal apolo- 
gies, in lieu of his bad faith, will be MOept- 
ed, and strongly intimates that he will be 
be authorized to 
of arms. 

General Mejia's complaint is the old one 
of aid and comfort .given to the Mexican 
Republicans by Gen. Weitzel's troops. 
Gen. Weitzel says he is ordered to say that 
hereafter when any garrison under Mejia's 
command is in a state of siege no supplies 
of any kind will be permitted to be sent to 
such garrison from this aide. 

Gen. Sheridan considering that it would 
be less of a violation of neutrality against 
the legitimate authority in Mexico to send 
powder to snch garrison and that he is or- 
dered to stop all interests with any garri- 
son during the progress of a siege, except 
that which humanity shall dic-tau-.

New York, Dec. 24.— J. B. Nedder, 
special Inspector of Navy Yards, is now en- 
gaged in inaugurating a new system of 
navy accounts, by which it is expected to 
prevent any future frauds on the Govern- 
ment. He has visited the navy yards at 
Philadelphia and Boston, where the new 
new system has been successfully intro- 
duced, and is now discharging the same 
duty at the Brooklyn Navy Yard.

American Exploring Party in Mexico- 
People Acknowledge Juarez. 

New York, December 24. — A letter from 
Brownsville mentions the return of a party 
of Americans who have been exploring the 
Mexican States ot Tamontepeas, Neuva, 
Leon, and Coohuila, in the towns of Mier, 
Gurrero, Vallecillo, Lampazos, Coudello, 
Sallinos, Monclava, and many others of 
less importance. 

The people acknowledge the Juarez gov- 
ernment, but passports are offered by the 
authority of either government as the ap- 
plicant might wish. The French troops 
lefi Monterey about the 1st of November, 
reaching Saltillo on theUlh, when 400 native 
taoops left for that city and the French 
withdrew. The French commander gives 
as a reason for his withdrawal, the un- 
healthiness of the place at Saltillo. ^ 

French officers stated that they were go- 
ing ou the Son Luis Potosi: that they had 
too few troops to bold so large an extent of 
country, and that the threatened insurrec- 
tion in tho vicinity of the City of Mexico 
rendered concentration neeeasary. The 
sale of lar^e quantities of supplies in Mon- 
terey, which would have been necessary 
for the sustaiuanco of troops had they re- 
mained in Saltillo, rendered this probable. 
The French administration of affairs about 
Monterey have been very tyrannical, and 
tho people everywhere were more disf>at is- 
lied with the Empire than they had previ- 
ously been with the Republic. Many com- 
plaints were made made of outrages com- 
mitted on the citizens by French officers, 
particulary 
eigners. 

Feuianism— Hoc iiiciliatlou between the 
President aud Seuate— Rumored Move- 
ment Againei Canada. 
N'kw York, Dec. 21.— It is rumored that 
the Senatorial department of the Fenians 
have determined on the Canadian war im- 
mediately. 

Measures of a compromise between the 
Cabinet and Senate are now under debate. 

The staff of the Secretary of War is an- 
nounced; two of its number are graduates 
of West Point. 

1 >i -^patches have also been received from 
spec i al envoy, from Head Center, Stephens, 
yesterday, and so important were they con- 
sidered by President O'Mahoney, that he at 
once ordered them before Gen. Sweeny, or 
111 a who represent what is called the 
Senate, with a view to have their require- 
ments complied with-at once. The nature 
of the dispatches were not made public. 

A letter from London says, the American 
Consul at Dublin, is calling on all persons 
next of kin to Irishmen, who died in the 
American military service, to come for- 
ward and claim averages of pay, prize, 
money and peusious. 

The Cbolera. 

N WD York, Dec. 24.— The Tribune's let- 
ter from Constantinople, Nov. 24tb, says the 
cholera continues to rage in the interior of 
Asiati. Turkey. At Alipho, Marsh and 
Anda it has been malignant as iu Constan- 
stantinople. It is said that j 1,000 have died 
at Ahpbo of the epidemic, aud it has again 
just broken out anew in Constantsnople 
and iu most of the cities of Turkey. There 
are still essoralitic cases but nothing like 
an epidemic. 

The locusts are so abundant in Syria that 
it is feared the pestilence will be 
by famine. At Ali 
doubled in price. 

Pacilic' Tuiliuad. - 

New York, December 24.— A dispatch 
says: Strong efforts are being made within 
a few days by interested parties to have the 
Secretary ot the Treasury to issue United 
States bonds to the Pacilic Railroad Com- 
pany for alleged completion of twenty-two 
miles of road west from Lawrence, Kansas. 
Probsts have also been entered against this 
issue, aud the whole matter is 
advisement.

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New York, Dec 23.-The Commercial 
says: Secretary McCu lot-h continues in the 
citv. We understand that in consideration 
of the value of Mr. Van Dyke's services as 
Assistant Treasurer, the Secretary declines 
to recommend him to the President for the 
Collectorship. The Secretary s decision will 
be univenally reomved with satisfaction, 
the desire being very general on the street 
that Mr. Van Dyke should be continued, 
where he has proved so efficient. 

The demand for money is not active. 
Some of the private bankers have offered 
round sums at 6 per cent, over to Tuesday, 
but the general rate on call is 7 per cent. 
Discounts are quiet. The rate for prime 
paper is »(o,8 per oent. Other grades are 
steady at 10(g, L2 per cent. Gold is weak, in 
anticipation of the payment of nearly $10,- 
oou.OOO of gold, the interest by the treasury, 
after January 1st, 

The exports of specie to-day amount to 
1452,664. Gold is quoted at 145?%. The 
business at the stock board this morning 
was very much confined to the welcoming 
of Christmas with the customary blowing 
of horns. Transactions were deferred as 
much as possible to next week. The bull 
side are confident of a rise in prices after 
the holidays.

The Treasurer of the United States has 
addressed a letter to Messrs. Andrew Hall 
and others, in this city, which contains an 
important decision relative to the undivided 
profits of the National Banks. He says: 

Under the provisions of the 41st section 
of the National Currency Act, I have deem- 
ed it my duty to require to be included 
among deposits subject to duty the undi- 
vided profits of a bank. It has always 
been clear to me that profits should pay a 
duty under this section. The question 
might be raised, should they pay duty as 
depositors or as capital: it appearing to me 
that they were more in the nature of a de- 
posit than of capital, I have directed that 
they be so classed. The duty on deposits 
and on capital is fixed at the same rate. So 
ii being directed that the profits were to pay 
duty would make no difference in the 
amount, with the exception of the follow- 
ing instance: A few banks may possibly 
own Lnited States bonds in excess of their 
capital. In case profits were classed as 
capital, they woula be entitled to deduct 
such bonds to a greater extent than they do 
now with profits classed as deposits. 

It is not probable, however, there are 
many banks that would be the gainers by 
the different construction. The Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue construes the 
law under whioh he acts to require him to 
obtain payment from all banks, National 
or State, of taxes on dividend and surplus: 
and also to exact license fees, required by 
the same act. While it is true that the Na- 
tion Currencv Act, in providiug for semi- 
annual duty, specifies that his duty shall 
be in lieu of all existing taxes, it so hap- 
pens that this provision is not applicable to 
the Internal Kevenue Act, which became a 
law subsequent to the passage of the Na- 
tional Currencv Act. 

I desire to state that I have heretofore on 
several occasions had an opportunity to 
say, both verbally and by written commu- 
nications, that in my opinion the public 
j>olicy requires that the surplus fund of a 
bank to the extent, say of twenty per cent, 
of the capital, should', under certain cir- 
cumstances, be exempt from all duty. This 
view, I am pleased to know, has the con- 
currence of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
of Commissioner of Internal Revenue, of 
the Comptroller of Currency, and of gen- 
tlemen in Congress, who have given the 
subject their attention. It is proposed, 
therefore, by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and by myself that at some early 
period of the session a meeting be held of 
the officers named, in connection with the 
members of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, and of the Committee on Banking 
and Currency, of the House of Represen- 
tatives, before which committee any matter 
re lating to banks will probably come for 
consideration, and it is most likely the re- 
sult of such a consultation will the re- 
commendation to and the adoption by Con- 
gees of a provision exempting from duty 
or tax the surplus funds to the extent 
named, or at least to such an extent as will 
greatlv strengthen the banks, by encourag- 
ing the accumulation and retention by them 
of the surplus. And, in regard to the mat- 
ter of daily settlements, I can only say that 
the present requirements were adopted by 
the internal revenue officers and by this 
office after full consideration was given to 
the subject, and that the method of making 
returns of deposits, required by both offi- 
ces, that is, the balances on hand when the 
books of the bank are closed for the day, 
has been deemed equitable and just.

New Orleans, Dec. 22.— The Louisiana 
Legislature adjourned to-day until the 4th 
Monday in January. The House failed to 
pass the usual appropriation bills. The 
Governor vetoed the bill suspending the 
collection of taxes for 1861, 1862, 1863, and 
1864, on the ground that it would afford re- 
lief to those who had attempted to destroy 
the Government, and who were absent 
from the State during the war, while the 
Union men who remained paidihe taxes. 

The Vicksburg Journal has advices, 
which it deems reliable, of an alarming 
character from Yazoo. The people of the 
country are reported to be dying to the 
towns for protection, and the negroes are 
represented to be arming themselves, and 
claim that between now and Christmas the 
land must be given to them or they will 
take it by force. The colored troops sta- 
tioned there are espousing the cause of the 
negroes. Serious trouble is apprehended. 

The Times' Mexican correspondent says: 
Gen. Diaz is oarying all betore him, and 
the whole State of Oajaea is in arms against 
the Imperialists. The Liberals are masters 
of the whole coast between Vera Cruz and 
Tuspau; also south of Vera Cruz as far as 
sizal. The Austriaus have met with sev- 
eral defeats. Marshal Bazane writes that 
Majia, on the northern frontier, is under 
the double protection of the Emperor of 
Mexico and the Emperor of the French.

It is announced that a number of citizens 
in New York have got up a petition for 
presentation to the grand jury calling for 
the iudictmeiit of the president, senate, and 
cabinet of an embryo Irish republic. 
Among the reasons given for such indict- 
ment are the following : Issuing bonds of 
a republic which has no existence, arming, 
conspiring, and banding together for the 
purpose of invading and levying war on a 
peaceful and neighboring people, forming 
clans, factions, and parties which are like- 
ly to endanger the lives and property of 
the people of this municipality, and spend- 
ing jthe money thus obtained in fashiona- 
ble extravagances and high living, when 
many ot the honest fellows who subscribed 
to it have to live on very low diet. 

A letter from Richmond says : A strong 
feelings prevails among the ex-rebel mem- 
bers of the Virginia Legislature in favor ot 
going into a new election lor United 
States Senators, but they are restrained by 
fear of incurring the displeasure of the 
President. The favorite candidates for po- 
sition are among those who participated in 
the rebellion, such as John Randolph 
Lu< ker, who was the rebel Attorney Gen- 
eral of Virginia, and R. M. T. Hunter. 

The officers of the Freedmen's Bureau in 
in Virginia have a large amount of aban- 
doned property on hand. Although 40,1)00 
acres have been restored to the original 
owners, nearly 60,000 acres yet remain in 
possession of the bureau. This statement 
does not include city property, a great deal

and Richmond. However, the bureau has 
but little property, for the reason that few 
persons abandoned their homes at the cap- 
ture of the place. Large numbers of the 
veteran reserve corps officers recently as- 
signed to the Freedmen's Bureau have re- 
ported here and been sent to take charge of 
the counties in different sections to adjudi- 
cate in the cases in which the freemen are 
the interested parties.

2. Those whose principal objects are to 
have the States without delay restored to 
their position and influence in the Union, 
and the people of the States to absolute con- 
trol of their home concerns. They are 
ready, in order to obtain that object, to 



not prevent them from arranging things to 
suit their taste as soon as that object is at- 
tained. 

3. Incorrigibles who still indulge in 
swagger which was so customary before 
and during the war, and still hope for the 
time when the Southern Confederacy will 
achieve its independence. This class con- 
sists mostly of young men, and comprises 
the loiterers of towns and idlers of the 
country. 

4. A multitude of persons who have no 
definite ideas about circumstances under 
which they live and about the course they 
have to follow, whose intellects are weak 
but whose prejudices and impulses are 
strong, and who are apt to be carried along

Fe 
He introduces the testimony of officers of * 
the Freedmen's Bureau, and dwells at 
length on the status of the negroes, and the 
sentiments of the whites towards them. 
He thinks that justice can only be secured 
by extending the franchise. 

In the course of his remarks he said: 
The slaves are emancipated in point ot 
form, but free labor has not yet been put 
in the place of slavery in point of fact, and 
now, in the midst of this critical period of 
transition, the power which originated the 
rebellion is expected to turn over its whole 
future development to another power, 
which, from the beginning, was hostile to 
it, and has never yet entered into its spirit, 
leaving that class in whose favor it was 
made completely without power to protect 
itself and to take influential part in that 
development, The history of the world 
will be searched in vain for a proceeding 
similar to this which did not lead to violent 
reaction or to the most serious trouble and 
civil disorder. I believe it will prove far 
more dangerous for the integrity of loyal 
self-government if national control in the 
South be discontinued; while, by discon- 
tinuing it too soon, it may be rendered ne- 
cessary again in the future; when, by dis- 
continuing u but a limited time for all, the 
future necessity may be avoided. He ad- 
vocates the encouragement of education 
among the freedmen, and in his conclusion, 
makes the following remarks: The loyalty 
of the masses and of most of the leaders of 
the Southern people consists in submission 
to necessity. 

The emancipation of slaves is submitted 
to only in so far as chattel slavery in the 
old form could not be kept up; but, although 
the freedman is no longer considered the 
property of an individual master, he is 
considered the slave of society, and all in- 
dependent State legislation will show a ten- 
dency to make him such. 

The practical attempts on the part of the 
Southern people to deprive the negro of his 
rights as a freedman may result in bloody 
collision and will certainly plunge South- 
ern society into restless fluctuations and 
anarchial confusion. The solution of the 
problem will be very much facilitated by 
enabling all the loyal and free labor ele- 
ments of the South to exercise a healthy 
influence upon legislation. 

It will hardly be possible to secure a free- 
man against the oppressive class' legisla- 
tion and private persecution unless he be 
endowed with a certain measure of political 
power.

During the week just closed the transactions,, exceit- 
ing to the jobbing and retail trade have been of rather I 
limited character. Hm market, however, has I* en pretty 
well sustained in all departments, f specially Hour and 
grain, with only a moderate supply.

expected during the night. The receipts by the rail- 
roads were ' KXI Sales this week of m,300 green hams 
from the block at 15c.
